Frcedmen’s Bark, the head of which 
is located in Washington City. The Atlanta branch 
makes returns at regular intervals to {he pirent insti- 
tation, showing the amount of deposits, business 
traneacted, ctc. These estat: monts made such a poor 
show for the Atlanta branch that somethisg wrong 
was suspected, and Mr. A. M. Sperry, the General 
Inepector of these banks, was sent here to make an 
eximination into the condition of matters, and, if 
Lecesssry, a change of management, Toe écfuits in 
Cory’s accounts were discovered on the 25th of Jan- 
uary last, bat he eviden‘ly eurpected trouble, as on 
the 24th of January, the day before, he wrote to 
Sperry, admitting that he had taken some seyen or 
eight thousand dollars of the bank’s money, and 
shewing where on his books tc find it. The letter, 
however, did not state what be bad done with the 
money. On the 27th cf January, Mr. S;erry 
arrived, and on the Sunday following, 
Mr. C. 8. Johnson, (colore4,) the assistent cashier 
of the bankin Augusta, was dirccted to come here and 
take charge of this bank, Upon his arrival he found 
Cry abeent from the city. An examination of the 
books wat made by Jobnson and Sperry, and the de- 
ficit which Oory hid admittsd was discovered, In 
reply toa dizcct qacet:on 88 to whctberany cther de- 
falcations had been discovi red beyond the oue already 
stated, Mr. Johuson taid be cou'd not te!l what Mr. 
Sperry had found oat, but he knew of vo oiler.
